FIFTY fathoms down in the murky mid-Atlantic an eight-foot 
dolphin with a black box strapped. to its back senses a large 
underwater object moving at high speed 10 miles away. 


Seconds later an 
officer in a British des- 
troyer receives the mess- 
ag : “Dolphin number 
801 reporting, sir. 
Enemy atomic submar- 
ine 10 miles ahead, 
N.N.E. Closing in to 
pinpoint location.” 


Fantastic—but so near possi- 
bility that the U.S. Navy is 
financing several teams of 
scientists who are using dolphins 
for experiments on antl-sub- 
marine research. 


After talks in Washington ot 
the Office of Naval Rescarch 
which controls the projects I 
can report that the scientists 
have established these facts:— 


ONE, The dolphin js highly 
intelligent with a brain which Is 
not only bigger than man's but 
structurally It ulso scems to 
have ali.the refinements necded 
for intellect. 


- TWO. It has superlative 
hearing and a built-in system 
of detecting underwater objects 
far superior to the best sonar 
echo-younding methods yet do- 
vined. 

THREE. Dolphins can com. 
municate with one another by

“There had never been on 
Australian moter racing driver 
of international consequence 
and the last Australian jockey 
tri win thi: Jockeys’ champlon- 
ship in Enginnd was Frank 
Wootton in 1BL1," Gordon sald, 

“yet during that one In- 
credible decade, she took a firm 
grasp on the Davis Cup, symbol 
of world tennis supremacy, and 
her players won Wimbledon 
five 4imes,"” Gordon said. 

“Her swimmer, male and
